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Preface * 

IN the preparation of a bibliography such as this, achievement 
of absolute completeness is an impossibility. Locating and re- 
cording every single item, by or about Donn Byrne, which has 
ever appeared in print anywhere, tracking down all the reviews, 
critical comment, and other notices concerning the books, short 
stories, poems and miscellaneous material, and especially, the 
identification of what must have been a large body of early 
.writing by Byrne himself, is manifestly out of . the question. 
Therefore, while it is hoped that errors of commission will be 
found to be infrequent in the following pages, those of omission 
must necessarily be many. 

While the same comment could be said to apply with almost 
equal truth to any other bibliography, it is particularly applic- 
able in the case of an author like Donn Byrne, who, to quote one 
critic, took no pains to annotate himself for posterity. Again, time 
and circumstances have combined to prohibit the following-up 
of many leads which might have been productive had they been 
approached earlier. The total destruction by bombing of the 

* Editors note; Except for the reference material cited, this bibliography is 
practically a catalogue of the compiler's collection of works by and about Donn 
Byrne. In gathering these. Dr. Wetherbee combed the usual sources and also 
visited every locality in America, Great Britain and Europe with which Byrne 
had been associated. Many items, including Byrne's own scrapbooks, were 
acquired in Ireland from Mrs, Byrne. 

The patience, skill and devotion represented in the bibliography and the 
collection will be appreciated by everyone who, however modestly, has made 
a similar attempt. Dr. Wetherbee has paid rich tribute to Donn Byrne and 
lightened the task of all who may study his life and work. He has made this 
fine collection!, complete in known published work and representative in manu- 
scripts, readily available to students of literature by presenting it to The New 
York Public Library. 

The bibliography as published here has been somewhat condensed from the 
original manuscript, both in the form of entries and by the omission of some 
references to such general works as the Reader* Gafefe., International Index* 
etc., and most of the minor newspaper and periodical reviews. Before editing, 
the whole of the original typescript was put on microfilm by the Library and 
positive prints of the film m&v KK* nlhfamecL thnrxiurK its PhotfKnranhic Service. 
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records of Messrs. Sampson Low Is one example of this; another, 
that with the passage of time, many of Donn Byrne's contem- 
poraries, and many more of his older friends, are no longer avail- 
able for interrogation concerning his early writing and other 
activities. Finally, the compiler must admit that the demands 
made on his own time by professional and extra-professional ac- 
tivities have frequently interrupted the progress of this book, 
and have therefore caused the end-result to be a spare-time, 
amateur production rather than the finished professional piece 
of work which such a subject deserves. 

It is earnestly hoped that coming upon this bibliography may 
give an impetus to some future researcher to do further work on 
the subject. A biography, more complete than that of Mr. 
Macauley, could well be written; there is need, too, for a more 
exhaustive and detailed literary evaluation than has to date 
appeared in print. As for bibliography, there are so many un- 
answered questions that those mentioned in Note 2 of the Ap- 
pendix merely give an indication of them. It is more in the hope 
of uncovering new material and new knowledge concerning 
Donn Byrne, than with the expectation of providing it, that this 
compilation has been made. 

Although, strictly speaking, there is but a single "first edition" 
of any given book, for each of the Byrne titles there are cited in 
the following pages the first American edition, the first English 
edition, the limited edition, if any, and, in some cases, subsequent 
reprintings by other publishers. 

Sufficient data are given, in each instance, to enable the reader 
to determine which is the true First Edition, in the bibliographic 
sense of the word. 

The specific authority for the publication dates given for the 
several books is not cited in each case. These have been deter- 
mined from the various trade publications such as Publishers' 
WeeJdy and Publishers 9 Circular, from correspondence with D.

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Appleton-Century Company and Sampson Low, Marston & 
Company, and, in a few instances, from reviews which appeared, 
and so state, on the date of publication.

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The 1915 edition is the rarest of the Donn "Byrne books. Only 639 copies are 
reported to have been sold, and of these* the author himself bought thirteen. 
No copy in mint condition, with the original dust jacket, is known to exist; only 
two in the original wrappers have been offered at public auction. Of the two 
copies in the Treasure Room of the Harvard College Library* neither has the dust 
jacket, and both are in poor condition. The present writer has made an attempt 
to locate as many as possible of the thirteen copies which Mr. Byrne purchased, 
presumably for presentation to friends, and assumes that the following are among 
them: 

1. An iininscribed copy, presented to Mr. James R. IL Taylor, and still in Ms 
possession (persona! communication from Mr. Taylor). 

2. Copy inscribed by the author for Carl Gauss ( see Scribner catalogue no. 122, 
item 34). 

3. Presentation copy to Joyce Kilmer (see Argus Book Shop "Along the North 
Wai," section six, 1937, p. 47). 

4. Presentation copy inscribed to Mr. E. J. Fay (in possession of the Wether- 
bee Collection). Mr. Fay was the Byrnes* landlord while they were living in 
Columbia Heights, Brooklyn, m 1915-1916. 

5. Copy inscribed to Mr. J. A. McCann (see Parke-Bemet Galleries catalogue 
no. 140, of sale November 15-16, 1939). 

In connection with the above copy, the catalogue wherein it is described states: 
**This is believed to be the only known presentation copy of this work in existence/* 
It further quotes a letter from Mr. McCann, in part as follows: **. . .The edition 
was very small less than 400 copies were sold* and the unsold remainder was 
destroyed shortly after it was published. The book is now almost extinct Shortly 
before Byrne died I spoke to him about this autographed copy, and he advised 
me that he knew of no existing autographed Stories without women. Since then 
I have spoken to both his friends and Mterary advisers and have been told that 
the book is hard to get and that an autographed copy has never been seen/* 

6. Uninscribed copy, with many contemporary review clippings tipped in, 
believed to have been Donn Byrne's own copy ( also mentioned in letter referred 
to above). In possession of the Wetherbee Collection. 

7. Copy inscribed to Bernard Metis (see American Art Association-Anderson 
Galleries catalogue no. 4201, November 18-14, 1935, item 45). This catalogue 
gives the name of the recipient* incorrectly, as **Betts**; Mr. Metts was a Dutch- 
man with whom Donn Byrne became acquainted during a visit to Bermuda in

A personal communication from Messrs. Harper and Brothers states that the 
first printing of this book consisted of 7,500 copies, was printed October 31, 1919, 
and that no subsequent edition was publishedby this firm. 

The manuscript of The Strangers* banquet was sold at auction in New York 
on February 25, 1938, and is described in the Parke-Bemet Galleries catalogue 
no. 11 of that date.

The first printing bears no date, and there is no statement as to 
the printing; the volume is bound in bright red cloth, with black lettering. Sub- 
sequent printings are so marked, and in addition, are bound in black cloth.

The manuscript of Destiny Bay forms part of the Bonn Byrne collection in 

the Harvard College Library.

1. A notebook of holograph poems, written for Miss Dorothea May Cadogan 
(later Mrs. Donn Byrne) when both she and the author were students at the 
National University, Dublin. 

This notebook is still in the possession of Mrs. Donn Byrne. It contains some 
dozen poems o varying length; several sonnets, a viUanelle, and a number of 
longer poems, one "From the German of F. Lmhard" and another "From the 
French of Henry (sic) Bataille." These probably represent the author's first 
attempts at verse. The following are the only ones known to have been published 
subsequently: 

a. ViUanelle. The National student, Dublin, May, 1910, p. 19. Signed "B." 

b. Sonnet. The National student, Dublin, May, 1910, p. 9, Signed "B." 

Both of the above are reproduced in Mr. Greenberg's The tragedy of Donn 
Byrne. 

2. Other contributions to The National student. 

This periodical was founded while Donn Byrne was an undergraduate at Uni- 
versity College, and volume 1, no. 1, appeared under the date of May, 1910. A 
most interesting account of the inception of the journal appears in the issue of 
April, 1944 (new series, no. 89, p. 9f.); this article states that Bernard Byrne was 
one of the twelve undergraduates who met, "some time in the Hilary term of 
1910, w to launch the new venture. A personal communication from one of these 
twelve confirms the statement therein contained that it was Byrne himself who 
suggested the title of the journal. He is listed as a member of the editorial staff 
in the first issue only; shortly after its appearance, he graduated and left for the 
continent. 

In addition to the "Sonnet" and "ViHaneBe" mentioned in *No. T* above, the 
same issue contains an account of a paper which Byrne read at a meeting of the 
Literary and Historical Society; the subject was **Walt Whitman,'* and the paper 
itself is stated to have been "the most brilliant" of the 1909-1910 season. 

In the issue of December, 1911 S on p. 2$, there appears a ^Wedding Song," 
"dedicated, without permission, to B. Byrne, Esq." and dealing facetiously with 
his recent marriage in America. 

It is possible that other material by Byrne appeared in the early issues, but to 
date none has been identified as his. In this connection, the following anthology 
may be of interest: Eimar ODuffy, editor, A college chorm. A collection of 
humorous verse "by students of Urmemty CoUege from the pages of "St. 
Stephen's" 1 and "The National student" Dublin: Martin Lester, Ltd., no date. 
The volume includes verses which appeared in student publications during the 
period when Byrne was an undergraduate; all of the poems are signed with 
pen names. While none of the verse has been attributed definitely to Byrne, the 
reference is cited here because of the possibility that scmeof itnmylmvebeGahis, 
and at some future date may be so identified.

Byme s out none been definitely identified as his. In addition, there are many 
of xoeetiags of various Irish organizations.

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Brooklyn, The Brooklyn Gaelic Society, etc., etc. Lists of attendees at these 
meetings are frequently given, and the name Byrne appears often, but with no 
identifying given name or initial. 

7. Contributions to The Philippine bulletin. 

Donn Byrne was editor of this periodical from its inception in July, 1913, 
through December of the same year. None of the six issues published during this 
period contain anything over his signature, but it is probable that much 3 not 
all of the unsigned material was written by him. Lacking means of positive 
identification, the following articles seem among those most likely to have come 
from his pen: 

a. 1:1; July, 1913. "The clearing house/* A series of short articles dealing with 
various aspects of Philippine commerce, arts and crafts, agriculture, educa- 
tion, etc. Also, In the same issue, the account of the first annual dinner of the 
Philippine Society, held June 10, 1913, at the Hotel Plaza. 

b. 1:4; October, 1918. An editorial dealing with the Philippine vocabulary 
as covered in Dr. F. H. Vizetelly's New standard dictionary. As Donn 
Byrne worked on this project with Dr. Vizetely, it is extremely likely that 
he was responsible for inclusion of this particular article. 

c. 1:5; November, 1913. Editorial entitled "A Filipino white hope/* dealing 
with Francisco Labra, a pugilist visiting the United States to take part in 
prizefights. Donn Byrne's well-known interest in the ring seems likely to 
have been responsible for this piece of writing. In the same issue, a review 
entitled "Commander Porter's latest book" (The Streak, by David Porter; 
Philadelphia: J. B. Lippincott, 1918). The style of this review so closely 
parallels that of the signed reviews in The Irish American that it can almost 
certainly be attributed to Donn Byrne.

Dublin, were under the name of Bernard Byrne. 
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The "Donn" appears in his name for the first time, apparently, soon after his 
arrival in America, His mamage certificate, dated December 3, 1911, gives the 
name as Bernard Donn Bvme. According to Mrs. Byrne, the "Donn w was added 
**to save one from the million other Byrnes in the telephone book/" She goes on 
to add that the word "donn" means "brown" in Gaelic, and that "there is some 
theory about the Wicklow Byrnes being red and the northern ones brown or 
dark haired." 

"Oswald" appears for the first time in print, so far as is known, in 1912 
(biographical notice in Kennerley's The lync year). Why this name was added 
to the others remains a matter of conjecture. A close friend of Byrne's during the 
early New York days owned a pet macaw which he called Oswald, Byrne was 
always intrigued by this bird, and his fancy may have been so taken by it that 
he adopted the name for himself. In any event, no more plausible explanation has 
been offered. 

In supplying information about himself for Who's who, the author gave his 
name as Bnan Oswald Donn Byrne. His vivid imagination and love for the 
extravagant inspired the claim he made to friends that his true and rightful 
name was Brian Oswald Pierre Mane D'Arcy Donn-Byrne, O*Byme. This latter 
is attested by a close friend of his in the 1912-1915 period, in a personal com- 
munication to the writer. 

After he became established as a writer* lie usually signed his name "Donn 
Byrne," although in 1913 and 1914 there were occasional lapses into the earlier 
custom, and the name appeared as Brian ( or Bryan ) Donn Byrne. 

There are occasional references to Byrne which include "Patrick" in his name 
( as National cyclopedia of American biography ) r or "Percy"' ( the full name Brian 
Oswald Percy Dorm Byrne was known in Hollywood), and Mr. Greenberg's 
thesis mentions that at one tune he was known as Donald Donn Byrne. An 
ALS in the writer's possession is signed "Donn Byrne of Oriel.** 

During the Coolmain period, Ms personal cards were engraved "Mr. Brian 
Donn-Byrne w ; Ms gravestone is inscribed DONN BYRNE.
